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Pompilidae (Hymenoptera, Vespoidea) from Nosy Boraha 
(Madagascar)

Abstract: The family Pompilidae is represented by 21 species of the subfamilies 
Pepsinae (12 species) and Pompilinae (9 species) including five undescribed species 
labelled by R. Wahis as paratypes on Nosy Boraha (Sainte Marie). New records of 18 
species are communicated. 
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Introduction 


Nosy Boraha or Sainte Marie is a volcanic island off the east coast of Madagascar north 
of Toamasina (16°54’S and 49°54’ E). It covers an area of about 220 km? and the highest 
elevation is about 110 m. 


Till now 68 species of the family Pompilidae (spider wasps) have been recorded from 
Madagascar representing the subfamilies Ceropalinae, Pepsinae and Pompilinae (Madl, 
unpublished catalogue). Only five species of the subfamily Pompilinae are known from 
Nosy Boraha (WAHIS 2000a, b). 


In this paper 21 species of the subfamilies Pepsinae and Pompilinae are listed from Nosy 
Boraha, of which 12 species of Pepsinae and four species of Pompilinae are first records. 
R. Wahis has labelled specimens of five new species as paratypes, but the new species 
are not yet described (see below under the genera Auplopus SPINOLA, 1841 and 
Poecilagenia HAUPT, 1927). 


The material is deposited in the Natural History Museum Vienna. 


The distribution of the species in Madagascar is based on an unpublished catalogue of 
the Pompilidae of the Malagasy subregion compiled by the author.

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Zusammenfassung 


Die Familie Pompilidae ist auf Nosy Boraha (Sainte Marie) mit 21 Arten aus den Unterfamilien 
Pepsinae (12 Arten) und Pompilinae (9 Arten) vertreten. Die Funddaten von 18 Arten werden 
mitgeteilt. Angeführt sind auch die Paratypen von fünf neuen Arten, die von R. Wahis noch nicht 
beschrieben worden sind. 
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
